Brockton, Mass., 
Jan. 24—Unless

of the 53.50 shoe in this eitjr within' 
the next two oj three months, it will 
mean the exodus to other shoe cen- 
tres 
of- all the '?3.50 grade 
shoes 


made in this c;ty; .as well as those 
of the five largest shoe manufactur- 
ers. 
This is admitted by manufactur- 


ers generally, and tib'e reason assig- 
ned is because the makers have been 
forced to the limit of labor cost on 
this shoe. 


.It is upon the ?3 and $3.50 men's 


shoes that Brockton has- built 
its 


worldwide reputation and grown to 
its present commercial (proportions, 
and the removal would leave hue lit- 
tle of the industry here.

largest manufacturing concern in the 
city, is largely of the 53.50 and ?-! 

This tirm was making $1,000- 
000 worth of shoes for the jobbing 
trade annually a few years ago, bin 
the rising 
wage cost 'iorccd 
ihem 


out of; that market, and they

into the retail market. 


George E. Keith has informed the 


committee that lack of factory room 
in Brockton has nothing to do 
with 


.the situation. 
As evidence of 
this 


he stated that there were citizens of 
Middleboro put ?12,000 into his new 
factory iihere. the cost to the firm 
was $80,000, and in East Weymouth 
where citizen's subscribed $25,000 the 
cost to the firm was ?72,00€. He in- 
formed them further that unless there- 
is immediate change in flic labor -cost 
on these grades of shoes that

This is al- 
lowed-to harden for a few days wheu 
the tire Is covsred with canvas or 
some similar material which

withstand thr wear and teir of ser- 
vice. 
It is claimed for this rubber 


substitute that it is very durable 
and will carry heavy loads without

or loss of resiliency. 


It Is much cheaper than, rubber and 
the only criticism raised against it 
is that it is heavy. Each vheel equip- 
ped In this manner acids 40 to 50 
pounds to the weight of the vehicle.

First—Sodium benzoate

doses (under 0.5 
grams 
per 
day.) 


mixed with the food is without dele- 
terious or poisonous action and is not 
injurious to health. 


Second—Sodium benzoate in large 


doses (up to 4 grams per day) mixed 
with the food has not been found to 
exert any deleterious effect on the 
general health, nor to act as a poison 
in the general acceptance of the term. 


Third—The admixture 
of sodium 


benzoate with food in small or large 
doses has not been found to injuri- 
ously affect or impair tbe quality or 
value of such food.

she began to settle rapidly.

Sealby gave the order "Abandon ship" 
and the crew was taken off by the 
Gresham, which cast loose from the 
crippled liner and stood by until she 
sunk.

Sunk Off No Man's Land 


The Republic went down, accord- 


ing to brief wireless messages re- 
ceived here, off No .Man's Land, a 
small 
island 
south 
of 
Martha's 


Vineyard Island, off the 
Massachu- 


setts coast. 


The Italian liner Florida, which 


ran into the Republic and gave her 
her death blow, is slowly steaming 
towards New York, convoyed by the 
American liner New York. 
Her pas- 


sengers also are on the Baltic, "hav- 
ing been transferred along with those 
of the Republic. 


The White Star liner Baltic, which 


was called by wireless telegraph to 
the aid of the Republic and trans- 
ferred from the Florida not only her 
own 900 and more passengers, but the 
'122 passengers and part of the crewr of 
the Republic, is nearing the harbor 
of New York. 


This, in brief, is the situation in 


the stirring marine accident, follow- 
ing the first wireless message about 
the collision of the two big ships in 
the early dawn of Saturday morning.
